Mr.  Chairman’,  Lady  &  Gentlemen, 

'  I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  report  for  the  year  1942. 

Considering  that  this  is  the  fourth  year  of  war,  wit 
the  continual  strain  of  anxiety,  overwork  and  stricter 
rationing  of  food,  the  health  of  the  public  in  your  List 
is  well  maintained. 

The  increasing  incidence  of  Tuberculosis  is  a  dis¬ 
quieting  feature,  but  apart  from  that,  the  district  has  been 
free  from  epidemics,  and  much  serious  illness. 

In  July’  a  case  of  suspiciously  resembling  Smallpox,  and 
diagnosed  as  such  by  the  Regional  Medical  Officer  came  into 
the  district^  from  Reading. 

This  case,  and  the  difficulty  with  which  arrangements 
we  re  made  to  dispose  of  it,‘  immediately  brought  to  light  the 
inadequacy  of  the  local  and  neighbouring  Isolation  Hospitals 
to  deal  with  a  serious  outbreak  of  Smallpox. 

The  building  at  Yarnfield  which  was  originally  allocated 
for  Smallpox  cases  was  put  in  fairly  modern  order.  The 
staffing  was  the  great  difficulty  and  would  have  been  quite 
inadequate  had  there  been  many  cases. 

The  campaign  for  immunization  against  Diphtheria'  has  Con¬ 
tinued  steadily  during  the  year  and  the  percentage  of  cases 
done  to  the  child  population  is  steadily  increasing.  Local 
Medical  practitioners  have  now  -  been- circularised  with  a  view 
to  immunizing  those  children,  too  young  to  go  to  school,  and 
unable  to  attend  a  Welfare  Centre.  -  •- 

Scavenging  and  disinfecting  of  houses,  and  other  duties 
has  been  carried  out  satisfactorily  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector, 
Mr.  Hawkes,  whose  assistance  I  am  much  indebted  to,  together 
with  Mr.  Gaskin,  Mr.  Sevan  and  the  rest  of  the  office  staff.
